Irish Ex-Soldiers. 


The plight of hundreds of British | 


ex-Service men in the Free State demands 
radical relief. No reasonable fault can be 
found with the Free State Government, 
which must regard their sufferings as a 
detail of its large problem of poverty. 
The British Legion is helping them to the 
limit of its resources; in Dublin and 
throughout the country its workers and 
those of the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Help 
Society minister untiringly to the needs 
of ex-soldiers’ families. Yet the utmost 


| that such help can achieve is to keep 


these men, their wives and children, on 
the hither side of starvation. The only 
real remedy is employment—the remedy 


at once for physica] distress, Joss of hope 


and loss of self-respect—and the “ex- 
Service men’s search for employment in 


the Free State at this time is almost in- 


evitably vain. Trade is depressed. There 
the. keenest demand for -vacant 
jobs of every sort, however humble. The 
ex-soldier, applying for one of them, finds 
his military service counted but seldom 


as a merit and often as a disability. In 
England and in Northern Ireland such. 


| bowing is a-potent testimonial. The King’s 
Roll is held in, honour, and last year, 
throughout Great Britain, the Soldiers’ 
and Sailors’ Help Society, with its 16,500 
voluntary agents, found employment for 
2,554 men. It becomes increasingly mani- 
fest that, if hundreds of ex-soldiers in the 
Free State are to remain unsubmerged, 
they must become self-supporting, and 
that, if they cannot find work at home, 
they must find it abroad. Schemes of 
assisted emigration for ex-Service men are 
operating across the Channel and in 
Northern Ireland. Through this outlet 
large numbers of men have found good 
employment as farmers and artisans in 
the Dominions, and have won opportuni- 
ties for their children, with no forfeit of 
their imperial citizenship. Such schemes 
have been made easy and successful by 
the bonds of fellowship which were forged 
on the fields of Flanders. At present, in 
Australia, a “ Returned Soldiers’ Confer- 
ence’’ is resisting the Labour Party s 
selfish policy of exclusion, and is striving 
for a day when British ex-Service men 
may go to that great Dominion in tens ol 
thousands. The Conference, anxious to 
stop the influx of Southern Europeans, 
and to people Australia’s still lonely 
spaces with law-abiding and disciplined 
citizens of the Empire, has invited Ear! 
Haig to be the Commonwealth's guest on 
a visit of inquiry. Canada, too, is ready 
to welcome large numbers of such immi 
grants. We fear that very many of the 
Free States unemployed ex-Service n 
are broken in health and could not/ face 
the enterprise of a fresh start in a has 
land ; but, if even forty per cent. Of them 
could be helped to emigrate, with good 
prospects of a happy and honiourable 
livelihood, the problem of the remjainder 
would become more dmenable to rts 
of local relief. We hope that, whem the 
new Dáil assembles, some of the deputies 
will plead for early negotiations om the 
subject: between the Free State ‘| and 
British Governments. Emigration, at its 
best; is a poor reward for loyal service; 
but in this case arguments against it must 
be purely sentimental, and we have no 
tight to indulge sentiment at the cost of 
humanity and gratitude. |

In the main the Commission is. dis. 
satisfied with what it discovered. It was 
expected that the increase of outdoor 
relief, 
district workhouses and the concentration 
of institutional relief in the county homes, 
would effect a big economy. No such 
economy has taken place, and in the very 
large counties hardships + ave been caused 
in the outlying districts. The county 
homes, moreover, have become asylums, 
not merely for destitute old folk and 
chronic invalids, but for lunatics, 
imbeciles, children, and unmarried and 
expectant v.others. “We state em- 
phatically,”” the Commission says, “that 
the county homes are not fit and proper 
places for the reception of the various 
classes found in them.” The Commission 
recommends that separate provision shall 
be made for mothers, children and mental 
defectives, and that “auxiliary mental 
hospitals ' shall be established. It favours 
the continuance and—as we are glad to 
observe—the extension of the boarding- 
out system for children. Unhappily, 
orphans who are condemned to grow up 
in the bleak spiritual atmosphere of 
institutions, imstead of enjoying the 
warmth of even foster-parents’ care, are 
doubly handicapped in life. Other recom- 
mendations, equally laudable, are the 
distribution of home assistance—where 
it is chronically needed—by payments 
through the post office; the raising of 
the age of consent under criminal law; 
the introduction of motor ambulances in 
all rural areas, and provisions to make the 
poor generally aware of the relief to-which 
they are entitled. 

The most remarkable of the Commis- 


of the county boards of health and the 
transfer of poor law relief to the county 
councils, working through a paid official 
in every county. The splendid work done 
by civic commissioners in Dublin and Cork 
has justified amply the principle of expert 
administration, and we have said 
repeatedly that this work will be crowned 
when temporary dictatorship yields place 
to restored municipal representation.

If the Bumbles and their wasteful works 
were thrust forth from the machinery of 
relief, the saving effected would go far to 
pay for the execution of those other 
reforms which the Commission favours. 
Excessive emigration of the young and 
efficient has left Ireland with an undue 
burden of aged folk who have no support 
save the community.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 
PERSONS WHO SHOULD NOT

The following is a summary of the prin- 
cipa] conclusions and recommendation: of 
the. Commission : — | 

We “recognise that very drastic and 
thorough action was probably necessary to 
break down the workhouse system; and we 
approve of the county schemes in só far 
as they. have resulted in closing unnices- 
sary workhouses and placing the poos law 
on a county basis. 

While were willing to concede thet it 
was perhaps difficult to foresee what re- 
sult the closing of a large number of work- 
houses simultaneously and the remova! of 
all restrictions on the granting of home 
assistance would have on the relief of the 
poor, we are convinced that the schemes, 
both positively and in their adminitra- 
tion have in some counties, particularly 
the larger where the distance from the 
homes and hospitals is considerable. 
operated prejudicially in the interests of 
the poor while tne saving in cost has been 
negligible. 

In the county homes we found the 
following classes, whether the schemes «on- 
templated. their admission or not—wiz., 
aged and infirm of both sexes; lunatics, 
idiots and imbeciles of both sexes; un- 
married mothers and their children, in 
some cases married mothers and their 
children, and orphan and _ deserted 
children. In a number of the homes there 
were cases of advanced tubercular disease 
and also cases of cancer. 


INADEQUATE AND UNSATISFACTORY 


The county homes are not fit and proper 
places for the reception of the various classes 
we have found in them, and, therefor, in 
so far as the schemes, either thiough 
omission to make provision for or thmugh 
actual commission in bringing. together 
these classes have conduced to that state of 
affairs, they must on that ground, if on no 
other, be deemed inadequate and unsatis- 
factory. 

The classes that should not be retiined 
in the county homes and for which other 
provisions will, therefore, have to be nade

‘AGRICULTURAL CREDIT. 


CORPORATION * REGISTERED 
YESTERDAY. 

Under the terms of the Agricultural 
Credit Act, 1927, the Agricultural Credit 
Corporation, Limited, was formally: regis- 
tered in Dublin yesterday, for the purpose 
of giving credit to farmers and of 
facilitating the borrowing of money by 
farmers on mortgages on their farming 
stock. 

The capital of the Corporation will be 
£500,000, and any shares not subscribed 
for by the public may be subscribed for 
by the Minister for Finance. 

There are to be seven directors, includ- 
ing the chairman. Four will be elected 
by the shareholders, with the usual pro- 
visions for co-option to casual vacancies, 
and three will be nominated by the 
Minister, from time to time, as occasion 
requires. So long as the Minister holds 
more than 200,000 shares of the Corpora- 
tion the chairman of the directors will 
be selected from amongst the three 
directors nominated by him. 

As far as can be ascertained, the board 
of directors is not likely to be appointed 
until the Dail reassembles.on the llth of 
this month.

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ALLUVIAL DIAMOND 
COMPETITION. 


WITHHOLDING OF 
PREMIER OUTPUT. 


Reuter’s Correspondent at Johannes- 
burg is authorised by the Premier Trans- 
vaa] Diamond Mining Co., Ltd., to state 
that, owing to the serjous decline in price 
of its diamonds, resulting chiefly from the 
large and uncontrolled output.of diamonds 
from the.

managed to make his way to Lakka, some 
5,000 feet lower, where, at 2.30 p.m., he 
met and iníormed Mr. Bain-Smith of the 
accident. i 
COURAGE SURMOUNTS GREAT 

: OBSTACLES. : 

Mr. Bain-Smith, though he had no 
knowledge or. experience of mountaineer- 
ing, at once set out with a coolie to rescue 
Major Minchinton: from his position, 
which he reached at 4.30 p.m., after a 
climb of 3,000 feet. The lieutenant had 
no ice axe, and was wearing smooth-soled 
boots, ahd he could only proceed across 
the snowfield by kicking footholds in the 
hard snow with his stockinged feet. The 
coolie who had accompanied Mr. Bain- 
Smith from Lakka was unable to cross the 
snow and remained behind. 

On reaching Major Minchinton Mr. 
Bain-Smith made of his coat a sledge and, 
accompanied by the Ghurka, who was just 
able to move, proceeded to drag the injured 
man over the then freezing snow to a point 
some 500 feet lower. 

Further progress without assistance was 
impossible, and Mr. Bain-Smith, .there- 
fore, descended alone across the snow slope 
until, after a journey of about a mile, 
he met with two shepherds, who accom- 
-panied him back to where the injured man 
lay. 

Major Minchinton was lowered a further 
500 feet until descent. was checked by the 
roughness of the snow. 


FAILURE OF HEROIC EFFORTS. 

Mr. Bain-Smith sent one of the 
shepherds for more men, but he failed to 
return, and the lieutenant thereupon made 
a second journey, and, after great difh- 
culty, found four shepherds, whom he sent 
back to Major Mirchinton. He himself 
was by. that time so exhausted that he 
cou'd only proceed by crawling. 

He found Major Minchinton struggling, 
and his struggles were such that, as the 
snow had frozen hard, he could not be 
moved. | 

Mr. Bain-Smith, after sending the 

injured Ghurka down with two of the men, 
made repeated, but unsuccessful, efforts to 
continue the descent. 
At sunset..the remaining shepherds 
deserted him. Mr. Bain-Smith, who was 
clad only in a shirt, shorts and stockings, 
stayed for half an hour with Major 
Minchinton, who was then unconscious, if 
not already dead. °An ice-cold wind was 
blowing, and theré*were occasional hail 
storms, and it was obvious that nobody left 
exposed on the slope would survive the 
night. Mr. Bain-Smith, after .covering 
Major Minchinton with his coat, 
descended to a fire that was seen burning 
below the glacier, where he found Mrs. 
Minchinton and a party of men, none of 
whom was capable of tackling the 
mountain side in the dark. 

The first rescue party arrived at three 
o'clock on the following morning, and Mr. 
Bain-Smith escorted them to a point 
whence Major Minchinton’s body could be 
seen. The lieutenant was then on the 
verge of collapse, and both feet were frost- 
bitten.

POLICE KILLED BY FALLING 
HOUSES. 
From REUTER'S CORRESPONDENT. 
ST. LOUIS, Friday. 

Further details are now available re: 
garding yesterday afternoon’s terrible 
tornado. Striking from the south-west, 
the tornado laid waste the beautiful west 
side section inhabited by the moderately 
wealthy of St. Louis. 

It is estimated that more than 2,500 
homes were wrecked or severely damaged, 
while the casualties at present are put at 
fifty dead and many hundreds injured. 

The streets, parks, and boulevards, are 
clogged with fallen trees and telephone 
poles. Wherever the electric wires that 
furnished power to the trams have been 
broken down police have ‘been stationed 
to warn off the frightened populace. 
Where beautiful homes had stood there 
now remains nothing but houses without 
roofs and heaps of ruins. 

The fine trees which had bordered the 
streets have been laid low by the winds 
and are littering the ground. Motorscars 
have been fantastically wrecked, some have 
been turned completely upside down, and 
others embedded in the walls of their 
owners’ houses. 

The police reserves were instantly called 
out, as well as the whole force of fire 
fighters who began to explore the ruins. 
Two policemen were killed by falling walls. 

As the storm passed the sun blazed out 
in the midst of the clouds and the city was 
bathed in s curious greenish light that 
later gave place to a pink tint. 

The police are finding themselves ia- 
adequate to cope with the situation, and 
the Governor has called out the State 
militia to protect property. 

After a survey the Mayor appealed for 
cash contributions to assist the thousands 
of homeless persons, and a Citizens’ Com- 
mittee has been quickly organised to co- 
operate with the Red Cross in collecting 
funds. 

The armoury of the National Guard has 
been thrown open for three thousand home- 
less, and several hundred members of the 
American Legion have volunteered for 
relief work. :

FORMER CHAIRMAN OF 


SUEZ CANAL BOARD.

‘PARIS, Friday. 

The death is announced of M. Jonnart, 
senator, of the Pas de Calais; former 
Chairman of the Board of. the Suez Canal 
Company, and late Ambassador to the 
Holy See. 

M. Jonnart died at his home in the 
Boulevard St. Germain, after a-brief ill- 
ness. He was 69 years of age, and began 
his political career in 1889 with his 
election to the Chamber. In 1894 he 
became Minister of Public Works, and, 
six years later, went to Algeria as 
Governor-General, a post which he held for 
eleven years. The colony developed rapidly 
under his able direction. . 

M. Jonnart became Minister of Foreign 
Affairs in M. Briand’s third Ministry 
(January to March, 1913),. and in 1921 
went to Rome as Ambassador to the 
Vatican, a post which he abandoned owing 
to ill-health.

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NIGHT BATTLE 
DAYLIGHT FIGHT AT 
HIGH SPEED.

H.M.S. IRON DUKE (FLAGSHIP 
THIRD BATTLE SQUADRON),

The manceuvres of the Atlantic Fleet 
came to an end to-day, after reaching a 
climax of spectacular and realistic torpedo 
and gunnery attacks, in which battleships, 
battle cruisers, destroyers and aeroplanes 
were engaged. 

The final scenes, thrilling in the 
extreme, were seen by Lord Jellicoe from 
the Hood. Lord Jellicoe was taken on 
board in the Amazon, which, with the 
Ambuscade, is the latest type of destroyer, 
capable of a speed of 37 knots.

“ Atlantic Fleet extends to you a warm 
welcome, and much appreciates the 
honour you are doing them by visiting the 
Fleet.”’ 

To this Lord Jellicoe replied: ‘‘ Deeply 
appreciate your kind signal. It is a very 
great pleasure to join your fine Fleet.’’ 


STEAMING INTO ACTION AT 
MIDNIGHT. 

Owing to the heaviness of wireless traffic 
in the ships of the Fleet during intensive 
manceuvring it has been impossible to 
send an earlier description of the en- 
counter, shortly before midnight last 
night, between the battleships of the Third 
Battle Squadron—Iron Duke, Marl- 
borough, Emperor of India and Benbow— 
manned by boys who have just left shore 
training ships, and the battle cruisers 
Hood and Renown, with the battleship 
Revenge. The actual encounter was over 
almost as soon as it had begun, but our 
slow cruising in the darkness, feeling 
| cautiously for an unseen enemy—who, as 
cautiously, was searching for us—fut- 
nished some of the really tense moments 
of mimic naval warfare. 

We left our anchorage outside Cromarty 
Firth, an imposing line of battleships and 
destroyers, with navigating lights twink- 
ling faintly overhead. Then, as darkness 
closed down, all lights were dowsed, and 


*-* 
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faintly illuminated by starshine. ~- Yet, 
even in this faint light, we could detect 
the dark outline of the Marlborough, 
curiously foreshortened, following a 
quarter of a mile astern. 

For some time we moved east; the lights 
of Lossiemouth gleaming on our, star- 
board bow. Then we swung round, and, 
swinging again, steamed on a parallel 
course. The keen eyes of the boys sought 
eagerly for a glimpse of the enemy. 


THE ENEMY OPENS FIRE. 


In the distance a cluster of star shells 
flickered in the sky. Momentarily we 
thought it was the battle cruisers throw- 
ing out a protective barrage of light, but 
a little later, while the distant star shells 
still hovered, there was a flash of a gun 
t> starboard, and in a few seconds a 


tire line into strong relief.. 

A moment later and the penetrating 
gleam of a searchlight picked out the 
Benbow at the end of the line, and the 
enemy bombarded us. with star shells. 

Simultaneously the track of a torpedo 
was seen to cross our line. 

In the meantime we had not been idle. 
The enemy was thought to have been seen 
before they fired their first shell, and im- 
mediately after the first shot our search- 
lights found them—the battle cruisers—at 
a distance of six thousand yards, looking 
astonishingly like little leaden toys in 
the powerful fingers of light. We opened 
fire, and during the brief encounter sky 
and sea alike were weirdly alight with 
quivering star shells, the stabs of gun 
flashes and the steady gleam of search- 
lights. 

Then the Iron Duke and her sister ships 
turned north-east, at the same time dis- 
charging torpedoes, whose tracks could be 
seen heading directly towards the enemy. 


COMPUTING THE GAINS AND 
LOSSES. 

The battle was over. Navigation lights 
were switched on: All that remained as 
visible evidence of the encounter were a 
few flares tumbling in the waves, showing 
where the spent torpedoes were floating. 

We steamed to our anchorage, leaving 
behind us the destroyers. to act as a sort 
of fatigue party in retrieving torpedoes. 

Until records have been completed and 
compared it is impossible to say which 
side won the first round. Strategically 
and -tactically, the exercise had, of gó 
been largely pre-arranged, but there “was 
left open a wide manceuvring margin. 

On every ship officers, using highly 
acourate and delicate instruments, re- 
corded the time and bearing of each 
mancouvre, when torpedoes and star shells 
were fired, and when searchlights were 
used. By collation and comparison there 
will be constructed from a body of theory 
what exactly would have happened had 
everything been real. The naval exer-

the Government Bill for the Regulation of 
U t Insarance, observes :— There 
‘ate, of course, olivious reasons which may be 
urgéd as an excuse, and even as a justification, 
of the present form of the bill. Of these, by 
far the most forcible is that the conditions 
which the Committee assumed do not yet 
exist. It was anticipated by Lord Blanes- 
burgh and his colleagués that the time would 
have arrived by now when it would be 
financially possible to relieve the fund from 
risks to which no properly constituted in- 
surance fund should be liabie, and when the 
existing scheme, aided by the hoped-for 
revival of industry, would be paying its 
way. Unhappily, these expectations have not 
been realised. The trade of the country and 
the volume of unemployment are still affected 
by the industrial paralysis due to the coal 
dispute of last summer. The abnormal con- 
ditions of many years past still continue. 
The experience of unemployment does not 
warrant the expectation of an immediate entry 
upon a normal “ trade cycle’’ with a six 
per cent. average of unemployment—the 
figure on which the Committee’s actuary 
based his report. In the circumstances the 
accumulated deficit on the fund cannot be 
treated separately as a non-recurring liability. 

If the report were given complete 
effect at the present moment, a new 
liability would begin to be created. With 
contributions at their present level, the 
Unemployment Insurance Fund income and 
expenditure balance when the unemployment 
figure is about 1,030,000. The six per cent. 
rate of the actuary’s report represents an 
unemployment total of about 700,000, and the 
actual rate in August was over nine per cent. 
On these grounds the Government—influenced 
no doubt by the representations of the Trea- 
sury—may have been reluctantly forced to the 
conclusion that the carrying out of the whole 
of the recommendation of the Committee is 
at present a financial responsibility which 
they ought not to undertake, and which the 
fund could not bear. It is conceivable, 
indeed, that they have no choice in the 
matter. But public opinion will undoubtedly 
expect from them an assurance that they. still 
continue, as they did, to accept. the principles 
of the report as the only sound and practical 
solution of the unemployment. problem, and 
that, directly the conditions allow, they will 
proceed to carry the whole of its recom- 
mendations into effect. 


COMMUNAL RIOT IN 
INDIA. - 


MANY HINDUS AND 


MOSLEMS INJURED. 

The Allahabad Correspondent of The 
Times telegraphed yesterday :—During the 
celebrations of Ramilia, an important Hindu 
festival, at Dehra Dun (United Provinces), 
on Wednesday, serious Communal riot broke 
out. When the Hindu procession was passing 
@ mosque etones were thrown from the roofs 
of houses, and it is alleged that a signal was 
given, by a Moslem, at the gate, for the 
Mahomedans to go to prayer, although it was 
half an hour before prayer time. The pro- 
cession, which includéd’ several thousand 
Hindus, carriages and six elephants, was 
thrown into disorder by the rush of 
Mahomedans towards the mosque. Fighting 
began between the Hindus and Mahomedans, 
rm spread through the greater part of the 
aty. 

Mr. Mason, the district magistrate, Mr. 
Hamid Ali, joint magistrate, and other 
Officials immediately went to the mosque and 
arrested several Mahomedans. Armed police 
were requisitioned and brought the disturb- 
ance under control, with the assistance of a 
timely downpour of rain, which damped the 
ardour of the fanatical mob. Further con- 
fusion was caused by the failure of the electric 
} current, which reduced the city to darkness; 
but by this time a company of Gurkha sepoys 
had arrived and helped to restore order. 

Two Hindus were killed and thirty-one 
persons—including both Hindus and Moslems 
—were injured. Yesterday shops were closed, 
but peace was maintained.
